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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Reasons for Allowance action is in response to the filing of 05/1 7/201 0. 

Allowance 

2. Claims 1-2, 4-12, and 14-18 have been amended with written arguments which 
overcome the Examiner's prior rejections and objections, see paper of 04/16/2010. 
Examiner withdraws all outstanding rejections and objections to claims 1-2, 4-12, and 
14-18. 

3. Claims 1 -20 are allowed. 

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

5. The present invention is directed to method, system and device of generating 
authentication data from biometrical data of a physical object, and method, system and 
device of authenticating a physical object by the authentication data. 

6. Independent claim 1 recites the uniquely distinct features of " storing the 
authentication data including the control value and the criteria that guides the creating 
acts together on a storage device, wherein the criteria that is stored as a portion of the 
authentication data is not member of property sets utilized for generating the stored 
control value and the criteria that is stored as a portion of the authentication data is 
used for generating an authentication control value that is compared to the stored 
control value for authenticating the object ". Independent claim 14 recites the similar 
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uniquely distinct feature as claim 1. Independent claim 15 recites the uniquely distinct 
features of " retrieving from a persistent storage device authentication data including a 
control value and criteria, the authentication data is generated for the physical object 
during an enrollment, guided by the criteria, wherein the criteria that is retrieved as a 
portion of the authentication data guides the creating acts and is not a member of 
property set utilized for generating the retrieved and authentication control values and 
the criteria that is retrieved as a portion of the authentication data is used for generating 
the retrieved control value and for generating the authentication control value ". 
Independent claim 16, 17, and 18 recite the similar uniquely distinct feature as claim 15. 

7. The closest prior arts, Yamaguchi et al. (US 6314196) and Zhao et al. (US 
2004/0125993) discloses biometric data registering method and biometric data checking 
entrance/exit control system that fails to anticipate or render the above underlined 
limitations obvious.
